The Busters, born 
between 1965 and 1983, are the 
second biggest American 
generation in history, accounting 
for 27 percent of the current 
population. This group is the first 


generation raised from birth in the

cultural mores), and 38 percent of 
adult Busters call themselves 
“stressed out.” 


NEw York, NY (EP)—Some 70 
percent of Americans believe that

respected; to be listened to and 
heard; to feel that one is growing 
in faith; and the need for 
practical help in developing a 
mature faith. 
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
